Washineton, August 16.—President 
Wilson today completed a definite 
plan for settlement of the threatened 
nation-wide strike and will submit it 
to representatives of the managers and 


employees: tomorrow. 

The proposition framed by the presi- 
dent following conferences with the 
managers and employees since Mon- 
day morning proposes that the rail- 
ways should concede the eight-hour 
day with an agreement thas it will be 
observed. Later it probably will be 
proposed that a federal commission 
appointed by the president or created 
by congress investigate all problems 
which have arisen during the present 


discussion. 

The chief obstacles in the way of 
the acceptance of the plan lies in the 
insistence of the railroad managers on 
arbitration and their opposition to an 
eight-hour day and in the demand of 
the employees for extra pay of time 
and a half for overtime. Whether the 
two sides will give in on these poinks 
constituted the chief danger in the

Committee of erkers Arrives, 

The general committee of the em- 
ployees, including 640 representatives 
of the trainmen and enginemen on the 
225 railroad systems cof the: country, 
arrived. here tonight in response to a 
summons by their subcommittee which 
has-been meeting with the president. 
The general committee has plenary 
powers to accept or reject any sug- 
gestions. The men, although refrain- > 
ing from discussing the pregident’s 
plan, said they thought the oOulook 
encouraging for a settlement. 

At 3 o’clock tomorrow afternoon 
the president will meet the entire gen- 
eral committee of 640 in the east room 
of the white house and lay before them 
his plans. He will accompany it with 
a statement appealing to their patri- 
otism and urging a compromise in the 
interests of the nation. 

While no time has been set for a 
conference between the managers’ 
committee and the president, it is 
thought probable it will take place to- 
morrow morning. When Mr. Wilson 
sees the managers he will make prac- 
tically the same statement he will de- 
liver to the employees, paying par- 
ticular attention, however, to the 
points he feels the managers should 
concede. 

Wilsen Confers With Chambers. 


The president completed his plan 
during a conference today with Judge 
William L. Chambers, of the federal 
board of arbitration and conciliation, 
who took to the white house statistics 
compiled by experts showing the prob- 
able cost to the railroads of the grant- 
ing of a basic eight-hour day. Im- 
mediately afterward Judge Chambers 
talked briefly with the managers’ 
committee. He did not confer with 
the employees’ representatives. 

The conference between the presi- 
dent and Judge Chambers was the 
only formal meeting of the day in con- 
nection with the situation. There were 
no white house conferences with the 
managers and employees pending the 
arrival of the brotherhoods’ general 
committee from New York and the 
drawing up of a definite plan by Mr. 
Wilson. The managers spent the day 
in informal meetings and conferences 
at their hotel. The employees’ repre- 
sentatives rested at their hotel, saying 
they had nothing tog confer about 
among themselves.

Pledsed against the loan are sccuri- 
ties to the value of $300,000,000, which 
include stocks, bonds and other securi- 
ties of American corporations, securi- 
ties of the Dominion of Canada, Ar- 
gentine, Chile, Norway, Sweden, Switz- 
erland, Denmark and Holland.

Loan to Protect Exchange. 

London, August 16.—The forthcom- 
ing loan to be issued in the United 
States for Great Britain is regarded in 
banking circles as a preliminary move 
to protect exchange, which recently has 
been showing signs of drooping. The 
amount of the issues is so small, how- 
ever, that the belief is expressed that 
a more comprehensive operation, which 
will include countries allied to Great 
Britain, may be undertaken in the near 
future.

“On the Somme front this afternoon, 
after an intense artillery preparation, 
we launched an offensive which brought 
us important gains. North of Mau- 
repas, assisted by the British, we cap- 
tured one entire line of German trenches 
on a front of 1,500 meters, reaching at 
certain points the Guillemont-Maure- 
pas road.

Brotherhood Men Cautious. 


Brotherhood officials were particu- 
larly cautious about committing them- 
selves as to what form of settlement 
probably would be agreeable to the 
committee of 640. They are anxious 
that any agreement shall result from 
the unanimous vote of the whole com- 
mittee and not appear to be forced 
upon them bv the subcommittee. 

With a view to giving the entire com- 
mittee the fullest opportunity to dis- 
cuss the president’s proposal or any 
other propositions which might arise, 
the brotherhood leaders tonight rented 
a hall for conferences. The first meet- 
ing will be held tomorrow afternoon 
at 1 o'clock before calling at the white 
house. Leaders plan to hold another 
meeting after the conference with the 
president. 

Most of the brotherhood leaders who 
have been conferring with the presi- 
dent, it was declared, would be willing 
to negotiate all issues to the contro- 
versy, except the guaranteed’ eight- 
hour day. With it assured them be- 
yond all doubt, it was said, they would 
be inclined to accept any fair propo- 
sition for settling collateral issues. 
Even the proposal of pro rata pay for 
overtime, which would mean an \n- 
crease of from 20 to 25 per cent to em- 
ployees working extra hours, was said 
to appeal to them. On all hands it was 
reiterated that the original proposal of 
time and a half for overtime merely 
was included in the employees’ demand 
for the purpose of enforcing an eight- 
hour day agreement should one be en- 
tered into. 


No Suggestion as to Attitude. 


W. S. Carter, head of the firemeni's 
brotherhood, who went to New York 
last night to confer with the general 
committee, carried no suggestions from 
the employees’ conferees here as to 
what their attitude should be. Hits 
was a mission of explanation and not 
argument, brotherhood leaders insisted. 
He discussed the general situation with 
the men, but made no effort to advise 
them as to what they should or should 
not do. ; 

While most of the committee accom- 
panied Mr. Carter to Washington to- 
night, an advance guard from. the 
southern and southwestern parts of 
the country, where the eight-hour day 
fs in effect on most of the railroads, 
preceded him here soon after receiving 
their saummons from their Peaders. 

A. B. Garretson and W. S. Stone, 
heads of the conductors and engineers’ 
brotherhoods, respectively, conferred 
with Samuel Gompeérs, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, today. 

“Just looking at the federation’s new 
building,” Mr. Garretson explained. 

The 640 delegates from New York 
scattered to various hotels upon arrival 
here, but later most of them called at 
the hotel where the brotherhood lead- 
ers have established headquarters.

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258,000 TEUTONS 
TAKEN BY RUSSIANS 
SINCE DRIVE BEGAN 


Gen. Brusiloff’s Forces Have 
Also Captured 405 Cannon, 
1,326 Machine Guns and a 
Lot of Other War Material. 


The Russians, after a considerable 
period of inactivity in the Carpa- 
thians, are moving aggressively against 
the Teutonic forces there. Following 
the taking of Jablonitza, one of the 
chief gateways to Hungary, they have 
captured a series of heights west of 
Vorokhta and Ardzemoy. Petrograd 
reports an Austrian retirement to the 
west in this revsion. 

The movement is considered as tend- 
ing more effectively to protect the 
left flank of the Russian armies mov- 
ing northwestward in the Stanislau- 
Halicz region in their advance on Lem- 
berg. 

Russian capture of prisoners from 
June 4, when General Brussiloff inau- 
gurated his offensive, to August 12, 
are officially reported by Petrograd 
to have totaled more than 353,000 men. 


OVER 358,000 MEN 
TAKEN BY RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, August 16.—(Via lLon- 
don.)—Between June 4, when the Kus- 
sian offensive was inaugurated, and 
August 12, General Brussiloff’s forces 
captured more than 358,000 men, the 
war office announced today. 

Great numbers of guns also were 
captured, says the report, which gives 
the following figures: 

Officers captured, 7,757; men, 350,- 
$45: cannon, 405; machine guns, 1,326; 
mine and bomb throwers, 3388; powder 
carts, 292. 

The Russians have captured a series 
of heights to the west of Vorokhta and 
Ardzemoy, in the Carpathians. In the 
Vorokhta and Delatyn regions the 
Austrians are retirinjy to the west. 

The official statement issued tonight 
by the war department reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Western (Russian) 
uation is unchanged. 

“Caucasus Front: An 
several enemy detachments south of 
the region of Kalapasvas, in Persia, 
southwest of Urmi, was frustrated by 
our troops.” 

Today's statement reads: 

“On the River Zlota Lipa, 
region south of Brzezany, our troops 
oecupied at some places the western 
bank of the river. The enemy, having 
resumed his counter attacks, is check- 
ing our further advance, 

“In the region between the Zlota 
Lipa and the Dniester.our troops are 
fighting their way forward. The en- 
emvyv here is also making a desperate 
resistance. 

“On the River Bystritza we have oc- 
cupied the little town of Solotvina and 
the village of Griava, to the southwest 
of Solotvina. 

“In the regions of Delatyn and Vo- 
rokhta the enemy, owing to our 
pressure, is retiring to the west. Our 
troops have captured. a series of 
heights to the west of Vorokhta and 
Ardzen. Inthe direction of Kirlibaba 
region, at Capul mountain, attempts by 
the enemy to resume the offensive 
were frustrated by our fire. 

“According to final reports received, 
the total captures by the troops of 
General Brussiloff during the 
tions from June 4 to August 
which period the fortified lines of the 
Austro-Germans stretching from the 
River Pripet to the Rumanian frontier 
were taken, are as follows: 

“The .number of officers and men, 
including combatants and non-combat- 
ants, taken prisoner and cannon and 
machine guns taken by the troops of 
General Kaledine were 2,384 officers 
and 107,225 men, 147 guns, 459 ma- 
chine guns and 146 bomb and mine 
throwers; by General Letchitzky, 
2,139 officers, 100,578 men, 127 can- 
non, 424 machine guns, 44 bomb and 
mine throwers and 35 powder carts: 
by General Sakharoff, 1,967 officers, 
87,248 men, 76 guns, 232 machine guns, 
119 bomb and mine throwers and 1235 
powder carts; by General Scherbat- 
choff, 1,267 officers, 55,749 men, 55 
guns, 211 machine gnus, 29 bomb and 
mine throwers and 129 powder carts. 

“Thus the tota] captures were 
officers, 350,845 men, 405 guns, 
machine guns, 338 mine and 
throwers and 292 powder carts. | 

“In addition there were taken aa 
large number of rifles, 30 verts of 
small gauge railways, felegraphic ma- 
terials, and several depots of ammtni- 
tion and engineering materials.”’ 


GAIN CLAIMED 
FOR GERMANS. 


Berlin, August 16.—(Via London.)— 
German troops have won a success in 
the Carpathian region, according to 
the war office announcement today, 
capturing Starawipozyna height, north 
of Capul. To the north of the Dnies- 
ter, in Galicia, says the statement, the 
Russians only attacked weakly and 
were repulsed. 

The announcement follows:

The facts are that wherever I[ recom- 
mended in any case referred io by them, 
pardons or commutations, 1 did go be- 
cause there was newly-discovered evi- 
dence ana matter unknown to the court 
and jury, as disclosed by the records 
of flle in the capitol.

In two of these 
three cases 1 made a bare statement 
of facts within my knowledge without 
making any recommendations whatso- 
ever, and yet for a reason that is very 
apparent they have falsely charged me 
with making recommendations tn each 
of these cases. So great was their 
desperation that in one ‘ase they have 
deliberately published vrhat [ had made 
a recommendation when | never heard 
of the case until [ saw the publication 
made, and never had any connection 
with the case in any way, never made 
any recommendation in the case, and 
the entire record before them so show- 
ed, but they nevertheless falsely 
charged that 1 had made a recommen- 
dation. 

‘IT challenge them to produce the 
full and true record in all these cases. 
If they publish in -detail the entire 
records they will establish the falsity 
of their accusations. 

“It is significant that these news- 
papers which have always fought me, 
and which have never supported any 
act of mine in an effort to enforce 
your laws, should have made no sug- 
gestion that my opponents are dis- 
qualified by reason of tne fact that 
they have rendered professional serv- 
ices to railroad conporations at one 
time or another. All of them have at 
one time or another been emploved by 
railroad corporations, and one of my 
opponents is today the retained coun- 
sel of the L. & N. railroad, the corpo- 
ration about which they have had so 
much to say in their effort to dis- 
qualify me. It is a matter of common 
knowledge that another of my oppo- 
nents represented for more than a 
quarter of a century the Southern rail- 
road, and yet they have failed to make 
any suggestion as to his disqualifica- 
tion by reason of having rendered to 
that company professional services. 

“One can perpetrate fraud by con- 
cealment of facts, as well as by direct 
or positive mendacity. Where ood 
faith requires full is¢losure of all 
facts, concealment for the purpose of 
deceiving is a positive and actual 
fraud. The editors who published the 
misrepresentations herein referred to 
were guilty of concealment where good 
faith toward you and fair déaling of 
man with man demanded the whole 
truth. They thus attempted fraud upon 
your intelligence, in order to further 
their sinister designs against my can- 
didacy. 

“See that they foist no other such 
propaganda upon you, and insist, as 
you have a right to insist, that here- 
after they sell you, as news, nothing 
but news.”

Paris, August 16.—It is reported 
that Germany is taking over the de- 
fenses of Trieste, sending troops espe- 
cially organized for that purpose, says 
a dispatch to The Temps from Milan 
today. 


MORE PROGRESS 
FOR ITALIANS. 


Rome, August 16.—(Via London.)— 
Further advances for the Italians in 
their campaign against the Austrians 
east and southeast of Gorizia were an- 
nounced today by the war office. Aus- 
trian trenches along the slopes of 
Monte Pecinka, on the northern edge 
of the Carso plateau and in the neigh- 
borhood of San Caterina and San Mar- 
co, east of Gorizia, have been taken, the 
announcement states. 

The official statement follows: 

“On the Carso and in the hilly area 
east of Gorizia heavy artillery and 
trench mortars are active. Our infan- 
try succeeded in capturing enemy 
trenches along the slopes of Monte 
Pecinka, on the northern edge of the 
Carso, and in the neighborhood of San 
Caterina and San, Marco, east of Go- 
rizia. We took 353 prisoners, including 
11 officers. 

“On the remainder of the front the 
usual attacks were repulsed. Our de-

Germans Gave French In- 
habitants Only 90 Minutes 
in Which to Pack— Depor- 
tation Scenes Described.

A Town in Eastern France, August 
15.—(Via Berlin and London, August 
16.)—On account of the protests of 
France against forcible removal by 
German authorities of inhabitants of 
French cities in the occupied area 
and representations that hardships 
have resulted, a correspondent of the 
Associated Press investigated condi- 
tions under which civilians from Lille, 
Turtoing and Roubaix avuartered at 


‘various points in eastern France, are 


living. The German authorities af- 
forded every facility for the inquiry 
and permitted examination of official 
documents dealing with the subject. 

The proclamation posted by the Ger- 
mans in Lille, Roubiax and Turcoing 
said that ‘since the English blockade 
made the problem of feeding the pop- 
ulation of Belgium and the occupied 
part of France daily more difficult and 
since a call to agricultural workers 
by the German authorities had not 
been answered the Germans were 
obliged to move to the country certain 
parts of the population, 


Aroused People at Midnight. 


The proclemation was. posted on 
April 19, and at midnight of April 24 
the German troops aroused the inhabi- 
tants in certain quarters of the three 
towns, telling them to a’ssemble in 
front of their houses. Officers then 
picked the following persons for trans- 
portation: Males of military age or 
able-bodied persons who were - not en- 
gaged in fixéd trades or other occu- 
pations: whole families unemployed 
and Without financial support and un- 
employed females. In all ca’ses the 
instructions were to select persons fa- 
miliar with agriculture or suited for 
it. The women were to do the cook- 
ing for the men or to work for French 
country’ families who needed assist- 
ance around the. house, in minding 
babies or doing Aher tasks. 

German officers’ in charge of trans- 
portation admit that mistakes were 
made in a good many instances, but 
have since been rectified. More 
than 2,000 men and women are said 
to have returned to their home towns 
since the transportation movement be- 
gan. 

Given 90 Minutes to Pack. 


Nearly 21,000 persons were removed 
from their homes. Those taken were 
told they would have ninety minutes 
in which to pack 65 pounds of house- 
hold utensils and clothing. 

At the expiration of that time they 
were taken to the railroad station at 
about 2 o’clock in the morning and 
were examined a's their fitness for 
farm work. They were then permitted 
to return to their homes with orders 
return to the stations at 3 o clock 
the afternoon to take trains for 
their destinations. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press visited four places from which 
parts of the population's had been tak- 
en. Three were villages in east France 
and one was a camp for males of mill- 
tary age. In the first village the 
leader of those who had been removed 
had many complaints. He said the 
people he represented were not suited 
for farm labor and that French farm- 
ers did not like to employ them for 
that reason. He asserted that the 
food wa's insufficient and that the fare 
was monotonous. In one house the 
correspondent talked with cone of three 
girls. She said their treatment had 
been good, hut the villagers had not 
employed them, so thev were not earn- 
ine monév and were living on rations 
allowed them by the German authori- 
ties, 

In the next village the 
ent talked with five young men, aged 
from 18 to 19 years. They said they 
were earning their. full keep in addi- 
tion to one to three francs daily by 
doins piece the farms.° The

A German officer said that the re- 
movals were without a political mo- 
tive so far as he knew, though the 
towns and districts from which per- 
sons were taken had given consider- 
able trouble in the past, several bad 
fires having occurred.

From another officer, the  corre- 
spondent learned that the German au- 
thorities were considering a plan. to 
return the transported persons to their 
towns after the crops were in, provided 
blockade conditions did not necessi- 
tate leaving them on the farms for the 
purpose of sowing the winter crop. 

Official correspondence on the sub- 
ject showed that the German military 
authorities investigated complaints 
made by those removed.

poures aes the club’s first general meet- 
ng last night at 423% Marietta street. 
“Not only «he sixth ward, but every 
ward in the city is going to vote next 
Thursday—not particularly for Mr. 
Candler, but for Atlanta. He doesn’t 
need us nearly so bad as our town 
needs him.” 

Mr. Waite’s brief and forceful ad- 
dress was one of several good ones 
heard in the course of the evening by 
some 300 citizens of the sixth. 

The meeting was distinguished fur- 
ther by being the first ever addressed 
by Mr. Candler for a political purpose 
in his own behalf. Mr. Candler had 
arrived in the city from a Michigan 
health resort at noon and therefore 
this was his first opportunity to ad- 
dress with reference to his candidacy. 
He spoke later in the evening at the 
eighth ward meeting. 

Mr. Candler, introduced by Forrest 
Adair, was received with enthusiasm 
and launched into one of the best 
speeches he has ever made. He re- 
verted to hjs own early days in At- 
lanta, when’he came to the city forty- 
three years ago and found a job and 
worked his way into a business par- 
tially his own. He began his business 
life, he declared, in the very sixth 
ward whose voters he then was ad- 
dressing. 

Promises ‘Entire Time. 


Mr. Candler promised that if he is 
chosen for the work Atlanta’s mayor 
must do in the next two years he will 
devote his entire time and attention 
to it. He appreciates fully its im- 
portance, he said, and no man can af- 
ford to shirk it or perform it half- 
heartedly. His purpose is to help At- 
lanta and not himself, he declared; to 
help as much as he can in making At- 
lanta, as she deserves to be, one of the 
great cities of the land. 

Styron, one of 
leaders itn the fifth and sixth wards, 
praised Mr. Candler for the part he 
took in saving for depositors as much 
as possible of the money they had in 
the Neal bank when it failed.

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INTERURBAN LINE BIL 
NOW GOES TO GOVERNOR 


Measure Affords Every Protec- 
tion for the Western and 
Atlantic Road. 


Aithough a sensational effort was 
made to inject an element of politics 
into the bill of Senator Adams which 
enables the Georgia Railway and Pow- 
er company to build an interurban 
line from Atlanta to Andersonville, S. 
Cc. connecting with the electric in- 
terurban of the Piedmont Northern 
interurban railway from Anderson to 
Charlotte, N. C., the advocates of the 
measure proved conclu'sively that the 
bill had as its bona fide purpose the 
building of the line and the legislature 
yesterday afternoon passed the bill. 
It now needs only the signature of 
the governor to become a law. 

The hitch over the passage of the 
bill came in the disagreement of the 
senate to the fourth amendment of 
the house which ‘struck from the origi- 
mal bill the provision that the act 
should apply to all electric companies 
now operating electric lines between 
incorporated cities, which lines come 
within the definitions of the act. A 
conference committee was appointed 
by the presiding officers of the house 
and senate and in short order this 
committee recommended that the 
amendment of the hou'se should be 
stricken. The bill was amply provided 
with rotection that the state's rail- 
rogd should never be pareglieled by the 
provisions of the bill. The advocates 
of the bill welcomed any amendment 
which would insure the state’s protec- 
tion in the matter of paralleling the 
Western and Atlantic.

Returning home _ yesterday from Mt. 


Clemens, Mich., where he had gone with his 


invalid wife, Asa G. Candler was given an 
ovation by his fellow-citizens which would 
have thrilled and gratified the heart and 
pride of any man. 

Hundreds upon hundreds of Atlantans in 

every rank and calling gathered at the sta- 
tion to meet and welcome him, and the 
stirring notes of the, brass band echoed the 
enthusiastic sentiment in every heart that at 
last here was a man ready and willing to lay 
aside great personal affairs and for the next 
two years devote himself to the upbuilding 
and advancement of his home city. 
_ If there had ever been any doubt in the 
mind of any one as to Mr. Candler’s popu. 
larity with his home people, it was thor- 
oughly dispelled in the magnificent demon. 
stration made upon the occasion of his re- 
turn home to appear before them and take 
his stand and part in the pending campaign 
for mayor which, with his election assured, 
will mean a better and brighter day for 
Atlanta from the moment the wires carry 
announcement of it to other cities and com- 
munities the country over. 

It was particularly noteworthy in that

WAYCROSS LAND CONGRESS. 


Tke call for a state-wide land congress 
_to be held in Waycross on Wednesday, 
August 23, should meet with prompt and 
favorable response on the part of land own- 
ers all over Georgia. | 

This Georgia land owners’ meeting has 
for its purpose the dissemination of such 
doctrine and the encouragement of such 
effort as will add materially to the value of 
land in every section of the state.., 

There is a way to bring about thig re- 
sult, and the nail was hit squarely upon the 
head in a preliminary meeting held in Way- 
cross last month, in which it was proposed 
to take advantage of the continually ad. 
vancing prices for beef and pork to build up 
Georgla lands. : 

‘It is well known that much of the in- 
crease in the price of meat to the consumer 
has grown out of the disappearance of the 
free cattle ranges in the far west. Deprived 
of these ranges, the business of the western 
cattle grower has dwindled until he is no 
longer able to supply the extensive demand 
for low-priced beef cattle. 

- This situation, coupled with the vast in- 
crease of population in the United States, 
amounting to nearly 21 per cent every ten 


years, has brought about a growing demand | 
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for meat that the supply could not keep 
pace with. 
As The 
years ago, these conditions are now making 
it imperative that this country must look to 
the south for its adequate supply of meat, 
and the states of this section cannot any 
too quickly prepare themselves to furnish it. 
The possibilities of hog and cattle grow- 
ing in Georgia, especially in the central and 


Constitution predicted many |, 


southern portions of the state, are just be- | 


ginning to develop. In a few years, under 
present conditions, the meat industry in this 
territory is going to be right upon a basis 
with that of cotton growing. 

The cheapest lands in the United States 
today are to be found in south Georgia, 
south Alabama and northern Florida, where 
the turpentine and timber interests have 
cleared them and left them open for grazing 
and cultivation. Here are practically the 
same interesting possibilities which the 
western cattle growers so long enjoyed upon 
the free ranges. Left to itself, this land 
will grow in value in time; but with the im- 
petus which meat raising would certainly 
give it, its advance would be rapid and the 
demand for it would follow immediately 
upon a substantial showing made. 

It is this opportunity which it is proposed 
to take advantage of in the land congress 
called in Waycross on August 23. Next to 
such gatherings as the live stock convention 
recently held in Moultrie, we can conceive 
of no conference or meeting fraught with 
greater possibilities to the state.

and re-establishment of Georgia’s good name 
in those communities where it has suffered 
because of a lack of law observance. 

The one hope of the good and law- 
abiding people of the state for legislation at 
the session just closed, which promised to 
remove this stigma from Georgia’s name, 


lay in the enactment of the Persons Dill. | 


When the bill was amended so as to provide 
that any sheriff called to account by the 
governor and removed from office for al- 
leged dereliction of duty might appeal to 
the legislature itself, certainly there was 
removed all danger as to the personal rights 
of such sheriff. 

Under these circumstances we say, as 
we have said before, certainly no brave 
Georgia sheriff recognizing his duty and 
proceeding fearlessly to the performance 
of it, could have entered the remotest ob- 
jection to the measure as it wag finally 
proposed to be enacted. 

In spite of this and, we must Delieve 
until authoritatively informed to the con- 
trary, in spite of the wishes of Georgia's 
good sheriffs, the house proceeded to send 


the bill to its death upon the table, because 


some of its members believed they were 
doing the right thing in order to curry po- 
litical favor with the sheriff back home, and 
to strengthen their own political fences. 

We do not believe there are any Georgia 
sheriffs who are so lacking in courage that 
they must fight a proposed measure which 
does no more than demand that they per- 
form their duty. If there are, then God 
help the communities they have been elected 
to serve! 

As it is, we are get back a year in the 
effort to redeem the state from the stigma 
which an extraordinary record of law vio- 
lation hag put upon her. We can do noth- 
ing now but wait. And in waiting we shall 
hope that the warning Georgia has been 
given will prove a deterrent sufficient to 
mitigate in the coming twelve months the 
record which, in mob lawlessness, put her 
last year above all the others. 

In opposing this bill there were those 
who were pleased to seek to defend the 
state against the criticisms which an excess 
of mob violence has brought upon us. Well 
and good. There ig no more loyal defender 
of Georgia than The Constitution. We have 
at all times stood most staunchly for Geor- 
gia against criticism and abuse, from what- 
ever source. 

But we cannot fail to recognize, nor can 
any man unless he is blinded to reason or 
caught in the meshes of politics, that in this 
case the record is against us. 

Let us hope another year that Georgia 
will elect a legislature that will think a 
little less of personal politics and a little 
more about the good name and reputation 
of the gtate!

Holland Has Kept Out of War 
Because, in a Military Sense, 
lt Was Prepared for Trouble 


Not Seeking Office 
For Honor or Money, 
Asserts Armistead 


Switzerland’s system of’ citizen-soldiery 
preparedness has been a subject of wide ex- 
Ploitation since the outbreak of the Eu- 
pean war, but little has been written about 
the manner in which diminutive Holland 
safeguards her national integrity, surround- 
ed as she is on practically all sides by pow- 
erful neighbors. A graphic and authortta- 
tive account of the citizen army of this Da- 
vid among the Goliaths of Europe is given 
in a communication to the National Geo- 
graphic society from Hendrik Willem Van 
Loon, a part of which is issued as a war 
geography bulletin from the society’s Wash- 
ington headquarters: 

“The Holland with which we are all fa- 
miliar is a picturesque combination of dikes 
and windmills, smiling girls with pretty lace 
caps, and very small boys with very big 
cigars. There is another side to this picture 
to which we have paid less attention; that 
is the Holland of the modern merchant and 
the modern scientist—a small bit of land 
teeming with industry and busy with a thou- 
sand different affairs—a country administer- 
ing a vast colonial empire without’ the 
use of a large military establishment and 
capturing Nobel prizes at a most enviable 
rate. 

“The modern kingdom, with its harbors 
and its vast foreign trade, forms a small 
but concise pational unit in the midst of very 
powerful neighbors, who for two years have 
been engaged in the most gigantic of all 
wars. Yet Holland has managed to keep 
out of the struggle with lasting success. It 
able to do this because in a military 
sense it was fully prepared for all even- 
tualities. 

Belgium Not Prepared. 

“The kingdom of Belgium was not pre- 
pared for war and it was invaded and over- 
run by a hostile army. The Netherlands, 
although smaller in number of inhabitants, 
had the entire arm-bearing force of its male 
population at the frontier forty-eight hours 
before any of the other nations of Europe 
mobilized. As a result the neutrality of 
the country has been rigorously respected. 

“From the year 1815 on, every boy of 19 
in the kingdom has been obliged to prepare 
for military service. It is not desirable to 
give the exact number of soldiers in the 
army which has been mobilized since July of 
the year 1914. But in a general way we can 
state that every male being in the country 
who is of good physical condition and who 
can walk with a gun across his shoulders 
has in some direct or indirect fashion given 
part of his time and his services for the 
benefit of his country. The old law, which 
made an exception for only sons, Was re- 
scinded several years ago. The Napoleonic 
system, which allowed rich young men to buy 
themselves out of the army, has been abol- 
ished. The army is now a democratic school 
in which classes are thrown together for 
one common purpose. ? 

“Every voung man who has reached the 
age of 1Y years appears at his special gar- 
rison. For a full year he is instructed in 
the rudiments of a soldier's trade. If he 
enter the special service of artil- 
lery, aircraft, or submarine work, he wilil 
have to spend one or two years more. In 
that case, however, he learns a useful trade 
which will help his chances in his future 
work. When he has been taught his busi- 
ness he goes back into private life. Ex- 
cept for.a short, annual maneuver, he has 
nothing further to do with the military sys- 
tem until a sudden emergency shall call him 
back to the colors. 

Holland's Ally Is the North Sea. 

“Holland can hope to accomplish great 
things with comparatively weak forces, be- 
cause it has an ally mightier than steel or 
iron or high explosives. That ally is the 
North sea. The kingdom of The Netherlands 
is a mud-bank conquered from the ocean. 
the dikes Which defend the land 
against the angry aggression of the sea and 
the country will disappear beneath three feet 
of water. This excellent method of de- 
fense was known to our ancestors. It was 
first used in the year 1572. In the month 
of April in that year a number of starving 
Dutch revolutionists captured a small Dutch 
town named Brielle. The Spaniards tried 
to reconquer it. The Hollanders opened the 
locks of the Meuse. The water came and 
the Spaniards went. 

“A few years later the town 
situated in the heart of the country, was 
delivered from Spanish siege by a fleet 
of catboats and flat-bottomed scows sailing 
across an impromptu lake and = storming 
Spanish forts after a charge of sWimming 
and wading sailors: 

“In the year 1515, when the new kingdom 
of The Netherlands was definitely 
structed, it was decided to use the 
a scientific fashion for the defense 
country. The eastern part, flat and covered 
with heath, was to be left open to invasion. 
The heart of the country, 9 feet below the 
level of the sea, was be turned into an 
ingenious fortress. 

“At the present time the old idea has been 
continued with but small changes. A strong 
force of cavalry and infantry provided with 
bicycles is left for the defense of this terri- 
tory. These men must try and stop the in- 
vading power as long as possible. It is their 
duty to destroy all bridges and to dispute any 
attempt of the enemy to cross the big rivers. 
Meanwhile the regular army has retired be- 
hind the system of fortresses and inunda- 
tions, which are altogether designated as the 
‘waterline.’ 

The “Waterline” Fortresses. 

“The ‘waterline’ consists of two parts. 
The first line of defense runs from the Zuy- 
der Zee due south to the lower parts of the 
Rivers Meuse and Rhine. It cuts off the prov- 
inces of north and south Holland, and half 
of the province of Utrech. It creates a large 
artificial lake from six to ten miles wide, 
which covers all roads, canals, bridges, rail- 
road tracks and fences. 

“In many places where an attack might be 
expected barbed-wire fences have been con- 
structed in such a fashion that they will be 
completely covered by water. At irregular 
intervals there are more than forty little 
islands armed with heavy guns. They cover 
all the roads which'in normal times croas 
this territory, and they know the exact range 
of every foot of ground (or, rather, mud) in 
the waterline. 

“Behind this first line of defense stretches 
the second one, which is the most important. 
it consists of another group of inundatiéns 
and some forty-eight fortifications, and forms 
a broad circle of defense for the town of 
Amsterdam. Here the strength of the coun- 
try has been concentrated, and ever since the 
beginning of the war every lock and every 
dike has been guarded. Within six hours this 
territory would be ready to resist an in- 
vasion. Within twelve hours thousands of 
acres of the most fertile grazing land would 
be covered with four feet of salt water. After 
a day and night neither man nor machine 
could cross the artificial sea surrounding the 
heart of the country. The much-dreaded 
shells of the heavy siege guns would cause 
a big splash, but would do no damage.”

ARNOW DISCUSSES CHANGES MADE 
BY THE ASSEMBLY IN GAME LAW 


statement printed several 
days ago in the columns of The Constitu- 
tion, relative to the provisions of the game 
law which has just been passed by the legis- 
lature, but which was at that time before 
the senate, Charles S. Arnow, 
of game and fish, has compiled a statement 
showing just what the present game law 
provides. Mr. Arnow was the recipient 
hundreds of letters from Georgia sportsmen 
asking for information. The following is a 
statement, in part, of the provisions of the 
bill: 
“The 
August 
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doves shall be from 
1-31; and November 20-Marech 1. 

“The open season on cat squirrels from 
October 1 to March 1, following. 

The open season on wood or summer 
ducks, from September 1 to January 1. 

“Bag limit on quail, doves, snipe, summer 
duck and all other game birds except wild 
turkeys and migratory ducks, 25 in one day. 

“Bag limit on wild turkeys, two in one 
season, either sex. 
limit on 
day, as before, 
“Bag limit on 

season. 

“Bag limit on cat squirrels, 15 in one day. 
“Doves are adequately protected, as ra- 
gzgards baiting of fields, or shooting over or 
near such baited fields. 
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“Ample provision is made for the propaga- 
tion of game. Under this act, after comply- 
with certain necessary restrictions, a 
person may take for propagation, scientific 
or for the purpose of using as ‘pets,’ any of 
the birds or wild animals of this state, ane 
he may have in his possession for such pur- 
any of such birds or animals, and may 
buy or sell them, alive, or ship, alive, from 
one county to any other county within tnts 
state, provided he complies with certain 
necessary restrictiaqns, the purpose of which 
is to prevent the abuse of the privileges 
granted. Another section of this act provides 
that persons owning private or artificiai 
ponds or lakes may take fish from such pri- 
vately owned ponds at any time in any man- 
ner provided that such ponds have no outlet 
to any creeks or rivers. 

“As soon as the govérnor signs this bill 
it will be printed, and distributed freely by 
the game and fish commissioner.” 

The following is a statement signed by 
the commissioner, relative to Sunday fishing: 

“IT am informed that one or more deputy 
game wardens have made cases against some 
person or persons for fishing on Sunday. 

“IT would say that a game warden has the 
same right as any other citizen to report or 
prosecute persons for violating a law of this 
state which prohibits Sunday fishing; but Il 
do not understand such law as coming under 
this department, nor would any person, in 
my opinion, participate in fines collected tur 
violations of such law, the same not being 
what is known as one of the game or fish 
laws of this state.” 


GOVERNMENT AID FOR FLOOD SUFFERERS;

entitled. 

(i.overnmefitt Agent Urges Action, 

J. A. Evans, assistant chief of the office 
of extension work in the south, who is now 
in Atlanta in conference with William Brad- 
ford, assistant agent in the boys’ club work, 
with reference to this matter, urges the peo- 
ple of the flooded distaicts in Georgia to im- 
mediate action. 

“If Georgia flood sufferers are to receive 
any benefit from the $549,000 appropriation 
made by congress for the relief of those 
southern farmers who were so heavily dam- 
aged in the recent floods, immediate action 
must be taken,’ said Mr. Evans Wednesday 
to wa Constitution representative. 

“The money appropriated by congress for 
this purpose is to be distributed by the war 
department,” continued Mr. Evans, “but the 
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agricultural department is co-operating with 
the war department in this work, hoping to 
get quick-maturing seeds to these farmers 
who have lost their all in the floods, in 
order to enable them to grow crops to tide 
them Over the winter and give them some- 
thing on which to start farming operations 
in the spring. 


Relief Committees Needed. 


“In all counties where there has been 
flood damage county officials and leading 
citizens should at once get together and or- 
ganize a relief committee. The duty of 
this committee should be to make a list of 
the names and addresses of flood sufferers 
entitled to relief, and through the county 
demonstration agent, where there is one, or 
J. Phil Campbdell, state agent, or William 
Bradford, Cedartown, Ga., communicate the 
number of destitute people in their county 
to the department of agriculture. 

“The war department proposes to employ 
destitute flood sufferers on public works, 
preferably road building in their respective 
counties, and some official organization in 
each county is necessary to carry out this 
plan. County demonstration agents are in- 
structed to co-operate in every possible way 
with such local committees, and immediate 
action is urged as the time is growing very 
short, if destitute farmers are to receive 
seed for fall planting.’ 

County papers throughout the flooded dis- 
will do well to copy this interview 
with Mr. Evans that it may get the widest 
possible publicity immediately so that all 
needy farmers may speedily receive the 
relief provided by the government.

Shot by Floyd Crawford, 
While in Buggy Before the 
Latter’s Home — Crawford; 


Claims Self-Defense. 


Carrollton, Ga, August 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Dr. V. B. Bishop, a prominent 
physician of Carroll county, who with 
his son shot and killed Jabez B. Spier, 
a son-in-law, in the streets of Atlanta 
last January, was himself shot to death 
late last night by Floyd Crawford, a 
well-known farmer. Crawford is re- 
ported to have warned Bishop to leave 
the county because of alleged insults 
of Bishop, who was 60 years old, to 
Mrs. Crawford. 

Crawford is now In jail here, hav- 
ing surrendered to the sheriff shortly 
after the shooting. No warrant has yet 


been sworn out. 

The death of Dr. Bishop was discov- 
ered at midnight Tuesday, when his 
horse drew a buggy containing the 
dead body up to the gate of the Bishop 
home at Burwell. When no one 
lighted, members of the family went 
out to investigate and found the old 
man dead from a shotgun wound. 

Crawford Tells Story. : 

Bishop was shot in front of the 
Crawford home, according to Craw- 
ford’s statement. 

“Bishop shot at me three times with 
a revolver and missed,” said Crawford. 
“Then I shot him with a shotgun. The 
horse bolted and ran away.” 

Bishop, it is believed, died on 
way home. A pistol with three 
Ploded cartridges was found in 
buggy. 

It is stated by people who are fa- 
miliar with the affair that at about 
11 o’clock Bishop left his home, stat- 
ing that he was going off to make a 
settlement of the matter. He drove 
past the Crawford home and after a 
few moments returned and called Craw- 
ford to the front. Bishop, it is be- 
lieved, opened fire immediately with 
a pistol, shooting three times. Craw- 
ford, who was armed with a double- 
barreled shotgun, fired both barrels, it 
is reported, each load taking effect. 

Bishop, it is stated, told friends just 
prior to the killing that he was going 
to kill three men and then kill him- 
self.

Gainesville, Ga, August 16.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Hall county, at first considered 
a hotbed of the opposition, is today 
pulsing with a Dorsey voltage not un- 
like the same high tension with which 
a Dorsey speech is surcharged. 

Hall is facing a political upheaval 
of seismic force. The gigantic crowd 
which cheered and applauded the can- 
didate at the courthouse this morning 
is prophetic of a Dorsey victory hard- 
ly to be paralleled by counties to the 
south, where the Atlantan’s popularity 
is overwhelming. 

Hall county adjoins Dr. L G. Hard- 
man’s home county, Jackson. He is 
better known here, perhaps, than any 
other state politician of recent years. 
He boasts a personal acquaint e with 
nearly every man of influgie in the 
territory. Yet his own a@tience when 
he addressed the votere*of Hall recent- 
ly resembled a stripped deck alongside 
the Dorsey contingent, which overflow- 
ed not only the courthouse, but flooded 
the entire courthouse property, an en- 
tire block of parks. 

And Gainesville represents the en- 
tire ninth congressional, which em- 
braces the entire mountainland above. 

None other than a man with the mag- 
netic force of Mr. Dorsey could com- 
mand the popularity bestowed upon the 
Atlantan in Hall county, the political 
barometer of the hills. Only a man 
whose entrance in state affairs means 
an epochal turn of the political tide, 
can control the interest and favor of 
the people of the hills. Unless it is a 
man from the hills, and the interest in 
him kindred, the mountains seldom 
take the hand in politics of communi- 
ties to the south. 

Not in political ages has a public 
favorite been accorded the reception 
Dorsey received upon arrival this 
morning. Crowds lined the depot front, 
and there were many women in auto- 
mobiles, which were parked deep along 
the plaza. The New Holland band, a 
cotton mill organization from the Paco- 
let factory, one of the south’s largest 
industries of its kind, which had eager- 
ly sought to volunteer for the honor 
of furnishing music for the candi- 
date’s entrance, headed a procession of 
automobiles that convoyed Dorsey up- 
town. . 

No estimate can be put on Dorsey's 
coming victory in the ninth congres- 
sional district. In the first place, his 
popularity grows to such proportions 
tomorrow that today’s calculations are 
eclipsed. The time intervening before 
next month's fight at the polls will 
mean a greater triumph for Fulton’s 
ex-solicitor. The Dorsey hold is tak- 
ing a firmer grasp a's each day passes. 
It is a wholesome, flourishing growth, 
nourished on the will of a people de- 
termined upon political revolution.

“Black Frank’ Whelchel, the political 
Caesar of Bark Camp district, came to 
town this morning for the first time in 
many months. He drove in an auto- 
mobile specially chartered for the oc- 
casion, and met Dorsey at the railroad. 
He brimmed with encouraging news 
rom the mountains, over every hill and 
dale of which he traverses in the course 
of each month. 


Want News of Dorsey. 


‘It uge to be they asked me about 
the war, and sometimes about such 
community affairs as murders and mar- 
riages and the such,” he said, “but 
they don’t talk anything but Dorsey 
nowadays. If you go into a hill this 
day and time without some news of 
Hugh Dorsey your popularity will last 
about as long as a muskmelon in a 
drouth. 

“Men will come out of the fields to 
talk Dorsey. They will house and feed 
you for the night if you know any- 
thing about Dorsey and are willing to 
talk. I’ve been living in this country 
ever since I kicked the sides of a cra- 
dle, and I’ve yet to see anything equal 
it.

“Whenever fight pete in the atmos- 
phere the folks in the hills get stirred 
up. There’s fight in the air when Hugh 
Dorsey’s in the race. And if you want 
to know how stirred up the mountains 
are just take a trip with me up through 
the Glades, or across the Nacoochee 
some month. You'll see a powerful 
revelation.”

pression of the will of the people in 
the selection of nominees for office.

VETO 
MESSAGE. 


The veto message of Governor Har- 
ris follows: 

“To the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives: . 

“I am returning to you herewith bill No. 
20, entitled ‘an act to provide for nomina- 
tions by political parties, ete, at primary 
elections, ete.,’ without my signature. 

“This bill seeks to lay down a different 
rule for the primary in the state than that 
which was fixed by the executive committee 
of the party at Macon upon which all can- 
didates have announced for nomination. I 
have felt that the bill was unjust to all 
the candidates, but my objection to it goes 
deeper than this. { enumerate those ob- 
jJections as follows: 

“1. The bill applies to the primary which 
is to take place on September 12 and was 
passed by a legislature of which the gov- 
ernor, who is a candidate for re-election 
was a part. It would subject htm, there- 
fore, to great criticism either that he was 
trying to help himself if he signed it, or, 
if he vetoes it, that he does so because 
he was afraid would injure his own 
chances.

‘3. The bill, if it is enacted into law,

W. & A. BILL 
PASSED. 


Outstanding in importance among 
the bills acted upon Wednesday after- 
noon, prior to the Neill ‘bill veto, was 
the senate bill providing for a cansti- 
tutional amendment authorizing an 
election for the tssuance of $10,000,000 
bonds for the extension of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad to the sea, in ac- 
cordance with the senate bill passed 
Tuesday. The bond amendment was 
defeated by a vote of 96 to 50. This 
being a constitutional amendment 
measure, it required 126 for enactment. 

The senate bill providing for the 
rotation of the personnel of the board 
of trustees of the University of Geor- 
gia was lost. Green, of Wiikes, made 
@ speech against it, and Arnold, of 
Clay, moved that the bill be tabled. 
His motion was carried. 

The senate bill providing for the 
creation of a board of osteopathic ex- 
aminers was carried, 101 to 0. A sim- 
flar bill, providing for the creation of 
the state board of electrical examiners,

The bill to create the office of state 
auditor was lost by a vote of 75 to 59. 
Bullard, of Campbell, author of the 
house bill companion to the senate 
measure under consideration, made a 
speech in behalf of the bill. He was 
supported on the floor by Jones of 
Coweta and Rich of Miller... The fight 
against it was led by Hopkins, of 
Thomas, who, however, introduced an 
amendment to the effect that if the bili 
should pass it should not become ef- 
fective until January 1, 1918. Parks, of 
Upson, also made a speech against the 
bill. The Hopkins amendment was cat- 
ried, but the bill itself lost. It pro- 
vided for the appointment by the gov- 
ernor of a state auditor to receive 
$2,500 per year, with authority to ap- 
point two assistants, both to receive a 
smilar amount, the entire cost of the 
department to be kept within $5,000 a 
year. : 

The senate substitute for the house 
compulsory school attendance bill was 
disagreed with, and a conference com- 
mittee was appointed to confer with a 
similar committee from the senate in 
an effort to bring about the enactment 
of the bill as it was originally passed 
by the house.

COMPULSORY 
ATTENDANCE. 


The receipt of the governor's veto 
message came on the heels of a hot dis- 
cussion of the compulsory school at- 
tendance issue. The house early in 
the session had passed a compulsory at- 
tendance law, which was sent to the 
senate. The senate, at about the same 
time, passed a similar bill and sent it toe 
the house. The house rejected the sen- 
ate bill; the senate rejected the house 


bill was passed, 


bill, passed a substitute for both meas- 


ures and sent the substitute to the 
house. The authors of the various bills, 
house and senate, then held a confer- 
ence, and agreed that unless the house 
receded from its rejection of the senate 
substitute the session would end with 
no compulsory school attendance law 
having been passed, and the house, 
upon recommendation of those con- 
ferees, then passed the senate substi- 
tute bill. ° 

Near the end of the session last night 
Rich of Miller moved for a reconsidera- 
tion of the house's action in adopting 
and passing the senate substitute bill. 

The motion was debated at some 
length, and overwhelmingly lost; so the 
senate substitute compulsory schoo! at- 
tendance bill will go to the governor 
for his approval or veto. 

The senate bill to make the tapping 
of gas mains and the theft of gas a mis- 
demeanor was passed by the house by a 
vote of 102 to 0. By a similar vote the 
bill providing for the appointment of a 
factory inspector to act under the de- 
partment of labor was carried. 

A minor senate bill regulating trans- 
portation of dead bodies and affecting 
only undertakers and embalmers was 
passed without opposition. 


The Day in the Senate. 


In a busy session Wednesday morning 
the senate passed a substitute to the 
house compulsory education bill, a bill 
placing a tax of 10 cents upon exnress 
companies for every package of liquor 
shipped into the state, and a bill repeal- 
ing an old act allowing the Cincinnati 
Southern railroad to use a part of the 
W. & A. railroad’s right-of-way. The 
senate defeated the two bills passed by 
the house, one creating the new county 
of Atkinson and the other creating five 
new senatorial districts. 

Atkinson county failed to receive the 
requisite constitutional majority by 


nine votes. The following is the vote:

$12,500 to the Georgia Training School 
for Girls and $1 to the ordinaries of 
the various counties for every pen- 
sion paid out by them. 

Bills were also passed making the 
stealing of an automobile a felony and 
aowtee women to hold the office of 
clerk of the ordinary’s court.
